In the second place, Tvl Aviv is worried about ilia growing 
sentiment In Cairo in favour ol peace with the Arab world, A 
blow against the Pa/rst ininns, which tn Arab capitals will, un- 
doubtedly. be linked with Egypt's present stance. Is supposed to 
widen the r lit between Egypt and the reft ol the Arab world. 

In the third place, the Intervention ts designed tn goneral to 
deepen thn divisions m the Aral) world, weakened by Camp 
David and hy the ha tv Iraq war. However, TcJ Aviv's expecta- 
tion* llml Its invasion will solve these Issues wilt no/ be real- 
ized. Its fnva<:fnn of Lebanon will only add lo the problems al- 
teddy '•xtsilng, Bovin concludes.

FLOATING FACTORY 
ON THE VOLGA 


For the first lime, larvae o{ 
valuable lypes of fish have been 
grown on a floating Hsh nur- 
sery which has cast anchor on 
the Volga River near Kuiby- 
shev. This Is the only ship oi 
this kind in this country. 

Built by the shipbuilders In 
Astrakhan, It was shown at the 
exhibition of Intcrrybprom 
where it was met with great 
interest by specialists from dif- 
ferent countries who study rep- 
roduction of fish stocks in 
natural environment. The ship 
can be powered either by its 
two diesel engines or by elect- 
ricity supplied from land shore. 
U lias everything It needs — a 
bydrochemical laboratory, a 


galley to cook fish feed, a large 
Incubation and nursery section 
and private quarters Tor the 
serving personnel. 

The factory allows lo hatch 
and grow fish of most diverse 
types. Late spring and early 
summer is a lime of fish spawn- 
ing on the Volga. During lilts 
short period, It is necessary to 
catch fish making fox the 
spawning grounds, and then lo 
use biochemical preparations 
lo accelerate the spawning. As 
soon as this takes place, the fish 
eggs are promptly placed inlo 
the incubators with Tunning 
water kept at a strictly set 
temperature.

The need for 
many Intervening stages Is eli- 
minated and ihe uvimber of' man- 
ual operations reduced; each 
automatic line In the complex 
releases 20 workers for. employ, 
ment elsewhere In Ibo factory.

are avaiiabfe In large quantities, writes PRAVDA. 

Work on this problem proceeds in several directions. 
First, tests are under w ay to divide foodstuffs up Into 
their various components. It has long been known how 
fa separate Inis and carbohydrates, bill not proteins. The 
latter, the most vo/ucibfc .tubs fence In any loodstult, is 
fit short supply all over the world. Now wo know how 
lo extract proteins In such a way that they keep lor 
a long lima with their nutritive qualities remaining 
unimpaired. Secondly, met hods arc belngsonghl of en- 
riching low-nutritive products with the subsfapees thus 
extracted. Thus we can .obtain foodstuffs, with the pro- 
set properties most suitable tot a human : being.
